Oneida  Institute. — AVe  have  been  favored  with 
the  third  Report  of  this  flourishing  seminary,  from 
which  it  appears  that  forty-two  young  men  have  earn¬ 
ed,  during  the  last  year,  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of 
their  board,  which,  at  a  little  more  than  one  dollar  a 
week,  amounts  to  ^2,0(X).  While  earning  this  sum, 
they  have  also  been  giving  strength  and  vigor  to  their 
constitutions;  a  health}' tune  to  their  mentad  faculties ; 
and  preparing  themselves  to  endure  hardships,  to  en¬ 
counter  difficulties,  and  to  accomplish  the  great  pur¬ 
poses  of  life.  All  the  other  expenses  of  the  institu¬ 
tion,  for  tuition,  room  rent,  fuel,  light,  and  contingen- 
ces,  amount  to  |28  a  j'ear  for  each  student.  This  plan 
of  uniting  manual  labour  with  study,  we  regard  as 
among  the  best  improvements  of  the  day.  The  expe¬ 
riment  at  Whitosborougb  has  been  a  fair  and  suc¬ 
cessful  one ;  ami  ivc  rejoice  to  learn  that  the  Trustees 
propose  erecting  buildings  to  accommodate  one  hun¬ 
dred  students.  Five  hundred  applicants,  it  is  stated, 
have  been  refused  admission,  the  last  year,  for  want 
of  room  ;  a  noble  comment  on  the  adaptation  of  the 
system  to  the  wants  of  the  community.—  Utica  Sen 

Female  School  in  Gehmantown,  Pa. — The 
Trustees  of  Germantown  Academy  have  established 
a  Female  Departim-iit  in  their  institution,  with  a  sep¬ 
arate  location  from  the  Male  department.  It  is  de¬ 
signed  for  females  above  the  age  of  five  years,  a  few 
of  whom  arc  to  reside  in  tlie  family  of  the  two  prin¬ 
cipals  ;  and,  together  with  a  limited  number  of  the 
others,  ‘  com|)use  a  domestic  circle,  associating  for 
the  purpose  of  instruction  and  mutual  influence.’  The 
government  is  designed  to  be  eminently  paren/a/ ; 
and  a  liberal  allowance  of  time  is  to  be  dcvotCHl  to 
those  exercises  and  recreations  wliich  are  necessary 
to  secure  sourul  health.  Instruction  is  to  be  given  in 
the  various  branches  of  an  enlarged  English  course, 
incluiling  music  and  drawing  ;  and  also  in  the  French 
language ;  aideil  Hy  apparatus  and  visible  illustra 
tions.  Books  are  to  he  used  ’  chiefly  to  illustrate  and 
corroborate  what  the  pupils  shall  attain  by  their  own 
efforts.’ 

Great  Fire. — .A  destructive  fire  occurred  in  the 
upper  part  of  the  city  of  New  York,  on  the  night  of 
tlie  4th  inst.,  which  nearly  destniyed  an  entire  block 
of  buildings,  bounded  on  the  north  by  C'harlton,  on 
the  south  by  Vamlam,  on  the  cast  by  Varick,  and  on 
the  ivest  by  Hudson  streets,  the  value  of  which,  with 
furniture,  fcc.,  is  estimated  at  iipwanls  of 
The  fire  spread  with  such  rapidity,  that  many  families 
barely  escapeil  with  their  night  clothing,  and  in  one 
instance,  a  person  was  dragged  from  his  bed,  after  the 
bedstead  was  on  fire.  In  ‘addition  to  the  propeitv 
destroyed,  several  persons  arc  missing,  whom  it  is 
fcafeii  have  perished  in  the  flames.  Two  children 
Avho  were  locked  up  in  a  n»m  by  their  parents,  who 
had  gone  to  the  Theatre,  have  not  been  found.  Sev 
eral  firemen,  wc  understand,  are  seriously  injured. 

It  is  computed  that  not  less  than  one  hundred  and 
twenty-fee  families  arc  rendered  houseless  by  this  dis 
aster,  several  of  whom,  who  rcsiiled  in  the  rear,  are 
reduced  to  beggary. — »'*.  V.  Spectator.

Destruction  on  the  Baltimore  Rail  RuAn. —

DEATH  OF  EX-PRESIDEXT  MONROE. 

The  venerable  JAMES  .MO.N'HOE,  late  President 
of  tlie  United  States,  and  a  member  of  the  Virginia 
Society  of  the  Cincinnati,  died  at  his  residence  in  the 
city  of  New-York,  Monday,  July  4th,  at  half-past 
three  o’clock,  P  .M.  being  the  fifty-fifth  anniversary 
of  our  National  Independence. 

■Mr.  Monroe  joined  the  army  of  the  Revolution  in 
the  fall  or  winter  of  177b  as  a  volunteer^  and  brought 
with  him  from  Virginia  a  company  of  artillery  which 
he  raised  and  commanded,  and  of  wliirh  the  late  Wil¬ 
liam  Washington,  was  lieutenant.  Captain  (after¬ 
wards  Col.mel)  .Monroe  sought  the  post  of  danger,  at 
the  Battle  of  Trenton  on  the  26th  of  Dec.  l77o,  and 
greatly  distinguished  himself  as  an  officer  in  that  ac¬ 
tion,  in  which  he  was  severely  wounded,  having  been 
shot  through  the  broa.st,an<l  by  which  he  was  disabled 
for  nearly  a  year.  After  his  recovery  he  was  appoint¬ 
ed  Aid-de-Camp  to  Major  General  Lord  Sterling,  and 
continued  in  his  staff  for  some  time.  He  was  subse¬ 
quently  elccte  1  a  member  of  the  Cnmtinental  Congress, 
and  w;as  a  member  in  the  year  1783,  when  General 
^^’asllil!gton  resigned  his  commission  to  that  bo«lv. 

After  tin.  war.  Colonel  Monroe  was  appointedf  by 
General  Washington,  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  the 
f’ourt  of  France,  and  was  suhsi-quentlv  apjHiinled 
Secretary  of  the  state  iimlcr  Mr.  .Madison,  and  held 
the  last  office  from  1811  to  the  fall  of  |8|4  ;  when  in 
consequence  of  the  war  with  Grcat-Britaiii,  in  which 
the  United  Slates  were  then  engaged,  and  to  give 
greater  vigor  to  the  operations  of  the  War  Department, 
he  was  appointed  Secretary  of  War,  and  held  that 
office  until  thejieacc  of  1815,  when  he  was  ag-ain 
placed  by  Mr.  IViadison  at  the  bead  of  the  Department 
of  State. 

Mr.  Monroe  was  installed  President  of  the  L’nifcd 
States  on  the  4th  of  March,  1817,  and  held  that  high 
and  dignified  office  for  two  terms. 

The  funeral  of  this  distinguished  Patriot  and  States¬ 
man  took  pl-ace  on  Thursday  afternoon.  The  milita¬ 
ry!  was  much  more  numerous  than  usual.  The  Socie¬ 
ties  were  also  very  numerous.  The  prix-cssiun,  which 
was  very  extensive,  was  composed  of  a  large  number 
of  the  Clergy  of  the  city.  Judges  of  the  Courts,  .Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Bar  and  Corporation,  Officers  of  the  Ar¬ 
my  and  Navy,  tc.  &c.

The  body  was  placed  for  a  short  time  in  front  of  the 
City  Hall,  where  an  address  was  delivered,  by  Presi¬ 
dent  Diier,  of  Columbia  College.  It  was  then  taken 
to  St.  Paul’s  Church,  where  tlic  Funeral  Services  were 
performed  by  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk,  and 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Wainwright. 

The  procession  moved  from  St.  Paul's  Church  up 
Broadway  to  Blcccker-strcet,  through  Bleeckcr-strcet 
to  the  Bowery,  up  the  Bowery  to  Second-street, 
through  Sceond-strecl  to  the  New-York  Marble  Ce¬ 
metery.  ' 

The  number  of  persons  assembled  to  witness  the 
solemnities,  estimated  from  20  to  40,000.  The  store* 
throughout  tlie  city  were  generally  closeil.
